For firſt of all, be- 
fide neceſſarie labours, they take 
vponthem many needeleſſe and ſu- 
perfluons buſineſſes. Secondly their 
manier is, tocare not onely for the 
labonrs to bee done, but alſofor the. 
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To the Reader. 
exent and ſucceſſe of their labour, 
that they may alwaies profþ.r and 
nener be croſſed : but this care be. 
longs to God aloe. Thirdly, they 
content not themſclues with thin 
Hot and condition, but ſcche by al 
meantes to increaſe their eſtate, 
and to make themſcluesrich, Laſe. 
ly,they exerciſe them(clues not on- 
ly in diſpoſing of thmgs preſent, 
but they forecaſt many matters m 
their heads, and plot the ſucceſſe 
of things to come. Now faith, when 

we hare done the workes of our cal. 

lmgs according to the preſcript of 
the word of God, faith(Iſay )ma- 

' keth ws commend to God the bleſ- 
fig, ſucceſſe, and enent thereef by 
prayer and affiance in his promi- 

ſes, nt doubting but he will gine 
vs all things neceſſarie. And if we 
want the bleſſing and ſucceſſe we 

looke for, yet faith makes ws 10 

renounce our owne deſires, and in

ence to quiet our hearts.in the 
good pleaſure of God. And thus 

many worldly cares ar? cnt off, 
Secendly , when a man at his 
wits ende knowes not what in the 
world to doo beeing { as it were ) 
plung:d4 into a ſea of muſeries , 
faith pines direttion and ſtates the 
minde . For when all temporall 
things fail: vs encu to the wery 
Shine and life;, faith preſcrues 
within vs an affiance of the grace 
and mercie of God, and the hope 
of life everlaſting. Faith ſhewes vs 
hidden things not to bee diſcern:d 
by ſenſe and reaſon, Life encrla- 
mg u prom/ed v5,but wee ae for 
all that wee heare of the reſurre- 
(ton, but in the meane ſeaſon wee 
rote in Onr graues: Wee are pro- 
nounced bleſſed, but yet wee ave o- 
werwheolmed with infinite miſerics: 
abundance of all things is promi- 
ſed, but for all this wee often hun- 
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Tothe Reader. 
ger and thirſt: God promiſeth to 
heare vs and tobe preſent with vs, 
but he ſeemes oft times to be 
deafe,(as it were )at our cries, Now 
then comes faith, which « the ſub- 
ſtance of things hoped for, and 
makes vs lift our minds aboxe the 
whole world, to apprehend the in- 


wifible and onſpeakeable things of 


Ged, which he hath reucaled and 
promiſed unto vs. Theſe things I 
ſhew more at large m this [mall 
treatiſe following; read it at thy 
leiſure,uſe it for thy 'good,and ſee

N the former chapter the 
Rm complaines , and 
expoltulates the matter with 
God, why the Tewes,the peo- 
ple of God, ſhould bee opprel- 
{ed by the Chaldeans, the ene- 
mies of God. In the beginning 
of the 2. chapter, the Lord 
makes anſwer to the Prophet, 
and the effect of the anſwer is 
this: They ſhall certainely bee 
delivered in theime appoin- 
ted, but they ſhall not yet bee 
deliuered. V pon this anſwer,the 
Prophet might happily obie& 
on this manner : How then 
ſhall the afflied Tewes bec able 
to liuein the meane ſeaſon ?the 
Lord anſwers by a diſtin&ion' 
thus; The vniuſt man puffes vp 
A 4 him- ..

but the iuſt man ſhall live by his 
faith. 

For the better vnderſtan- 
ding of the words, hue things 
are in order to bee explained. 
The firſt, what is meant by che 
lt man, Iuſtice mentioned in 
the word is two-fold: the tuſtice 
of thelaw,and theiuſticeof the 
Goſpel. The iuſtice of the law, 
' hathinitallthe points & parts 
of juſtice, and all the perfeion 
of all parts : and it was neuer 
foundin any vpon earth, except 
Adam and Chriſt . The iu- 
ſtice of the Goſpel, hath all the 
parts of true jultice,but it wants 
the full perfeion of parts: asa 
child hathall the parts of a man 
in the infancie, though it want 
perfeion of (ature and tale- 
nes, And this kinde of iuſticeis 
nothing elſe, but the converli-

and that well, 
on of a ſinner : with a purpoſe , 

will, and endeauour to pleaſe 

God, according to all the com- 
mandements of the lawe. Thus Ioh.i.k 
was Noe iuſt, Ib, Z acharie, and [wwe 
Elizabeth: and thus mult the 

juſt man beetaken in this place 

for one that turnes to God, and 

by grace endeauours to pleaſe 

God, according to the whole 

lawe of God, in his place and 
calling. 

The ſecond point. to bee 
conlidered is, what life is here 
meant? As death is here two- 
fold, the firſt and the (ſecond ; (o 
is life. The firſt is the coniun- 
Rion of the body and the (oule, 
the ſecond is the coniunion 
of the whole man with god. The 
firſt is called naturall,the ſecond 
ſpirituall or eternalllife: & both 
are meant in this place. For 


Paul brings this very text to 
prooue 


Rom.1.17 
Gol 3,0," 


ſonncof God, who hath loned me, 
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prooue the juſtification of a 
linner by faith; and juſtification 
isa part of ſpiritual life:becaule 
it is the acceptation of a linner 
to eternall life, And for this 
cauſe the Prophet ſaith, The 
juſt 17:0 ſhall line, hauing rela- 
tion not onely to the rime of 
affliction then to come, but 
alſo to eternall life, 

The third point to beconlt- 
dered is, what is the faith here 
meant: Andthat is juſtifying or 
fauing faith : becauſe wee muſt 
live by the ſame faith whereby 
weeare faued. And faith hath 
his efteRt not onely after this 
life, but alſo in this life, we mu 
liue hr{t by it,before wee can be 
ſaued by it. Pa»/ therefore in his 
owne cxatmple expounding this 
text, ſaith : And inthat I line in 
the fleſs, I lme by the faith of the 


and 
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and ginen himſclfe for me, 

The fourth pointis thecon- 
ſtruction of thewords; and that 
is two waies, The firlt is thus, 
Theinſt by faith ſhall live : the 
words by faith, beeing ioyned 
vpon the word Iu, And then 
theſenſeis this : He that isiuſt 
by bis faith, ſhall liue and haue 
eternall life, Theſecondis thus ; 
The wmſt ſoall line by his faith: the 
words by faith, beeing ioyned 
to the wordes ball lize : and then 
theſenſeis this : Theiult while 
he lives in theworld, he ſhall 
live by his faith. This latter con- 
ſtruction and ſenſe, I rather 
chooſe and imbrace, becauſe 
Paul, cuen in thisſenſe brings 
this text to prooue that life

The fifth and laſt point to 
be conlidered is, How a man 
ſhould liue by faith ? Becauſe 
this laſt point is of great mo- 
ment,I will ſpend ſome time in 
theexplaning of it. That a man 
then may liue by his faith, two 
things are required: the firſt, 
that faith be rightly conceiued 
and grounded in the heart; the 
{econd,that after it is once con- 
cciued, it Razgoe and rule in the 
heart, That faith may rightly 
be conceiued, two things are 
required. The firſt is the know- 
ledge of the word of God, for 
faith ſtands in relation to the 
word: and the word alone is the 
founcation of our faith. Here- 
vpon the word is called the 
foundation of the Prephets and 
 Jooſiles. By liglit of naturall rea- 
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ſon wevnderſtad,that theworld 
had a beginning and was made 
of God, Yetcinot reaſon breed 
in vs acerten perſwalion of this 
point, but only che teſtimonie 


of theword of God: and there- 


foreit is ſaid, By faith we wnder- Hebiil,zs 
ſtand that the world was ordain?d 


by God. And this made Dauid 
ſay, In God {will praz/e his word. 
Furthermore, in the Word 
three things are to be knowne, 
precepts or commaundements, 
becauſe they teach obedience; 
threatuings, becauſe they re- 
ſtraine Jilobedience promuſes, 
becauſe they ſerue to confirme 
vs in our obedience, Againe, 
promiſes are either principall, 
ot lelle principall. The maine 
or principall promiſe is that, in 
which God otfereth and reuea- 


| leth;righteouſnes,and life cuer- 


| lalting by Chriſt, Within this 


pro- 


8 How to lize, 
promiſe is contained thegrant 
of remiſſion of our linnes, of 
necefſarie patience, of the aſli- 
ſtance of the ſpirit of God, and 
of allgifts that are inſeparably 
ioyned with faith, Promiſes 
leſſe principall, are concerning 
deliucrances in temptatios,ſafe- 
tiein dangers, heaith, wealth, 
libertie, peace, &c. And theſe 
mult all be vnderſtood with an 
exception ofthe crolle and cor- 
reion, and they ſhall (o farre 
forth be accompliſhed, as they 
ſerue for Gods glorie and the 
good of all them that beleeue. 
Now all theſe heads and points 
of theword of God mult be 
knowne, and that in ſome par- 
ticular ſort, that a man may liue 
by his faith, 

The ſecond thing required 
for the right conceiuing of faith 
is,after theword of God is once 
knowne, 
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knowne, To truſt God vpon his 
word: yeato depend vpon it,and 
to build vpon, it. This is the 
firlt an:! principall worke of 
true faith : & itis called by Paul 
The obedience of faith : and it is Romii. 5, 
made the ende and ſcopeof the 
preaching of the Golpe : and 
not without cauſe. For this is 
the firll and principall honour 
of God to belecue him vpon 
his bare word ; and thereby to 
make a contelhion of the truth 
of God, This the diuell knew 
right wel:and therefore the firſt 
thing that hee ſought to ouer- 
throw in Adam, was his faith 
in the word of God: and the 
ſcope of the firlt temptation, 
whereby heeafſaulted our Saui- 
our Chriſt, was to ouerthrow 
_ faith and confidence hee 
ad in his father: ſaying, /f thox yy, 4a. 
bee the ſoxne of God, —_—_ ne93 
that 
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that theſe ſtones bee made bread: 
but this thou canſt not doe: 
therfore thou art not the ſcnne 
of God, 

T hat this obedience, which 
wee giue to God by truſting his 
very word, may bee right obe- 
dience, it mult have {ixe con- 

s @COitions.Firlt ofal,it muſt be ab- 
ſolute: for wee mult (as it were) 

ſhut vp our owne eies, and lim- 

ply without any more ado truſt 

God vpon his bare and naked 

word, and ſuffer our ſelues to 

bee led by it, In naturall things 
experience is fiſt, and then 

faith comes afterward, And 

Thomas following nature de- 

ſired firſt to feele, before hee 

would beleeve. But God mult 

bee truſted, though that which 

hee ſaith bee againſt reaſon and 
experience. Thus Abraham bec- 

Rom. 4-23. Jecued God againſt all _ 
ope, 


and that well, I 


hope, The ſecond condition is , 2 


that this obelience muſt bee /in- 
cere, For wee mult truſt Gods 
word for it ſelfe, becaule it is 
Gods word ; all by-reſpects ſet 
apart. They, which are as the 
{tonie ground, receive Gods 
word and reioyceinit: and yet 
afterward in time of temptation 
goe awrie. The reaſon is, be- 
caule they receiue the word,and 
rcioyce in it, not properly for it 
ſelfe, but in reſpetof honour, 
profit, or pleaſure, which they 
looke to reape thereby . lohn

The fourth condition is that 
we mult truſt God in his word, 
with all our hearts , that it may 
takedeeperoote and beean in- 
orafted word. It is not ſufhci- 
ent for vs to haue atalte of the 
good word of God, and to re- 
ceiuc it with ioy, vnlefle wee 
throughly & ſoundly build and 
relieour ſelues vpon it. Thefift 
condition is, that this truſting 
of God mult beewith an hon:ſt 
heart, thatis, with an heart in 
which there is a diſtin pur- 


poſenottolin, butin all things 


to doe the will of God. The 
good hearers are they which 
receiue theword with an honeſt 
& good hart, Without this ci no

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Seeing this is the right way 
to coriceiue faith, to know the 
word of God, and to truſt him 
vpon the ſame word, all ſuch as 
would live by (faith, muſt haue 
their hearts kindled with a de- 
ſire to doe the things before 
named, ſpecially to giue cre- 
dence to euery word of God. 
We may not forſake God for 
any creature: now we forlake 
him, when we diſtruſt him in 
his word. Againe,not to beleeue 
God,is very Atheiſme. For by 
this meanes God is made a ly- 
ar,and hisglorie and maieſtie is 
aboliſhed, Itis the greateſt part 
of our glorie to beleeue God: 
as Chriſt ſaith, He that reccnes 
his teſtimonie, puts to his ſcale, 
that God ts true:that is; giues vn- 
to God,as it were a teltimoniall 
of his truth, and thereto puts 
his hand and feals. And what 
greater 
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greater honour can there be 
then this, that the creature 
ſhould giue teſtimony to the 
creator * 

Thus much of the concei- 
uing of faith: now followes the 
Raigne of faith, The raigne of 
faith is,when it beares rule and 
ſwayin the heart and life. For 
where faith is, there neither 
thought,will, afteion, nor luſt 
raignes,but faith alone.It raigns 
by two actions. Firſt of all, it 
moouesand makesvs to attend 
on thecalling of god, and yeild 
ſubieRion tohim in all his com- 
mandements , Paul faith, that 
faith efftabi:/ocd the law: and one 
reaſon is, becauſe it makes vs 
doe that which the law pre- 
ſcribes. Againe, Paulſaith, that 
theſe weapons are ſpiritualland 
mighty,bringing euery thought 
in ſubicRion to god, Nowtheſe

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%y mightie weaoons are theword of 


God,preached & belecued. He 
that is borne of God cannot 
linne, becauſe the /eede of God re- 
maines in him, that is, the word 
mingled with faith. Noah his 
faith made him builde an Arke 
at Gods commandement: after 
it was made, to enter intoit, and 
not to dare to comeout of it, 
till hee had warrant from God. 
Abrahams faith made him for- 
ſake his countrie and kindred 
at Gods coramaundement, and 
goe,he knew not whether, And 
that good obedience may bee 
performed toeuery commaun- 
dement of God, faith workes 
two thingsin vs, memorie, atten- 
tion, Memorie, whereby Gods 
wordis laid vp in theheart; that 
it may bee Somers out to vie, 
when occalion ſhallbee offered, 


Attent:on is, when faith makes 
vs 
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vs ſeriouſly to conlider and to 
beleeue that thecomandement 
of God is a commaundement 
not for forme but in truth, and 
that it doth indeedepertaine to 
vs. An example of both theſe 
ations of faith wee hauc in 1» 


ſeph, who when hee was temp- 


ted to folly of Potiphars wife, 


anſwered, Shall 7 doe this wicked- Gen. 3g, 


veſſe, AND SINNE A- 
GAINST GOD ? Marke 
here how his minde was filled 
and potlelſed with a thought 
and conſideration of Gods 
commandement. 

The fecond ation of faith , 
whereby it raignes in the heart 
isto eſtabliſh & confirme them, 
that belecuein their obedience, 
and ſubieRtion to God, And 
this it doth,by preſenting Gods 
promiſes tothe minde. For by 
meanes of them it worketh 
is foure 
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foure ations in the heart, Firſt 
of all, it makes vs flie vnto the 
true God alone, whoſe the pro- 
miſes are. Second]y,it makes vs 
to beleeue that God both can 
and will helpe vs according to. 
ourneede, Thirdly,itmakes vs 
to hope for his helpe, that is, 
for good ſuccelle in proſperi- 
tie, and deliuerance, or Bo 
mitigation of our cuills in ad- 
nerlitie, according to tne te- 
nour of his promiſes. Laſtly, 
though temporal bleſlings faile, 
it makes vs (till to reſt on God 
for mercie and for life eyerla- 
ſting. And thus at all times it 
makes God to bee our Refuge, 
our cal(tle, our rocke, and tower 
of defence. Thus wee ſee gene- 
rally how faith raignes. 
To' proceede further: the 
juſt man lives a double life, 
namely, a ſpiritualllife, anda 
27 tempo- 
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temporal and both of them are 
lead by faith z as I will plainely 
manifeſt. Spiritual ife,which is 
the beginning of eternall life, 
ſtands ſpecially in foure things, 
Reconciliation with God , 

cace of conſcience, ioy of the 
holy Ghoſt, and newenetle of 
lite. Touching reconciliation 
with Godin Chrilt; itis reuca- 
led, offered, and giuen vntovs 
in the maine promiſes of the 
Goſpel,and inthe Sacraments; 
and it is no way in this world 
made ours and holdenof vs,but 
by our faith. And in the caſe of 
our reconciliation with God, 
faith hath two aRicns, oneto 
receiue it, the other to aſſure 
vs of it, 

Touching the firſt, faith ap- 
prehends and receiues recon- 
ciliation on this manner. Firlt 
of all;the ſpirit of God workes

ſuch as delireto bee good and 
profitable ſtudents in Divini- 
tie, mult firſt of al humble the- 
ſelues, and endeauour in their 
harts truly to belieue in Chrilt. 
Becauſe hence flowes the beſt 
expcrience of thecertentic and 
conſequently of the vnſpea- 
kable excellencie of the Bible. 
Thus then wee ſee how wee 
are to receiue, holde, and inioy 
our Reconciliationwith God in ' 
Chriſt, by no other thing with- 
invs, but by meanes of our 
faithalone. And therefore wee 
wult haue ſpeciall care,that we 
mavby the yſc of Gods means 
attainetoaliuely faith, And for 
this cauſe wee muſt doe two 
things:firſt wee are tolabour to 
bee conuicted in conſcience of 
the certentic ofthe word, This 


done,wee mult thenſubiet our 
wils 
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wils to the commandement of 
God that biddes vs beleeue in 
Chriſt: we mult bewaile our 
vnbeleefe, we mult (triue a- 
gainſt theſame, and pray vnto 
God to confirme and increaſe 
our faith by eſtabliſhing our 
hearts in his loue. 

The ſecond part of ſpirituall 
lite is Peace ef conſcience; which 
is nothing elſe,but a conſtant 
and (tabletranquiliticof mind, 
when the conlcierce doth not 
accuſe,but excuſe: and when 
neither hcll,death, condemna- 
tion, norany davgeris feared 
cuermuch. This peace was in 
Damid, when he laid, 7 laid: 7:2 
dowue and fle pt ard roſe a Taine, 
inthe midſt of manifold dan- 
gers, This peace is of great cx- 

| cellencie: forit is the peace of 
Phil.4.7. Ged: it is one part of the king» 
Pm 17+ domeol God; it pailethall vn- 
der- 
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derſtanding: itis in ſtead of a 
guard to keepe our hearts and 
mindes in Chrilt, Nowethis 
excellent peaceſprings out of 
our faith, wherev>y wee beleeue 
our reconciliation with God. 
Rom. $5.1. Beeing inſtifi:d by 
faith, wee haze peace with God.1, 
Chron. 20. 29, Truſt m the 
Lord, and ye ſhalbe ſecure. Y caas 
our faith is,{o is our peace: no

cond ation of faith is to make 
vs belecue the promiſes of god, 
when weefecle the contrarie, & 
in oncecontrarie to beleeue an- 
other. When we feeleour owne 
ſinnes, it makes vs beleeue our 
juſtification: when we fcele our 
wretchedneſle and miſcrie, it 
makes vs belecue our happi- 
neſle : when wee feele nothing 
but death, it makes vs beleeue 
our eternal! (aluation: when we 
apprehend Gods anger, and 
feele him to bee our enemie, it 
makes vs to apprehend his 
mercie, and to belecue his fa- 
therly kindnetle. When Chriſt 
was forſaken of God, hee euen 
then by his faith beleeues God 
tobe his God, Thethird ation 
of faith in afflictions, is to al- 
ſure vs of Gods preſence, and

might beopened,to ſee the fie- 
rie charets of the angels of god 
proteRing him : and we like- 
wiſeare to pray to God, that 
the cies of our mindes may be 
opened to belecue,and to ac- 
knowledge theſame or thelike 
protetion, And thus aremen 
toliue by faith in the midſt of 
their afflitions, 

By this which hath beene 
ſaid,weare admoniſhed firſt _ 
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all to acquaint our ſelues with 
che promiſes of god,as they are 
recorded in the bookes of the 
Prophetsand Apoltles:ſecond- 
ly atall timesto build vpon 
them by our faith, and not to 
ſuffer our (ſelues to be drawne 
from them,though all tem 

rall bleſſings of God faile vs, 
yea health and life it (elfe. This 
isto arme our ſelues with a 
ſheild againſt all the fierie 


darts of the diuell, and to put Eph.s, r6- 
on a breaſt-plate that will ſauce 1,Theſ.5,3, 


the heart and lite, though o- 
therwiſe in temptations we be 
oy maimed and foy- 
led. 

Thus much of (pirituall life. 
Thatour temporall lifeis lead 
by faith, Imake itthus mani- 
felt: Temporalllifeis preſerued 
& maintained by an honelt cal- 
ling : euery calling hath hisla- 

| bour 
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bour and worke: and the 
labour of all callings hath 
miſerie and trouble for his 
companion and fellow ; and 
in all thefe faith raignes and 
beares the ſway inthem that 
beleeue. 

For the firſt, thatis, for the 
chooling and holding of our 
callings with good conſcience, 
there is required a double vc 
of faith, For wee muſt hauea 
faith, whereby we mult be allu- 
red that our callings are good 
and lawfull in themſelues: as 
Paul (aith, Whatſoener ts not of 
faith, is ſome, Fortheſetling of 
this faith, this rule mult be re- 
membred,T hat offices and cal- 
lings which ferueto preferue 
the good eſtate of any familie, 
Church, or common-wealth, 
are lawfull and of God:Hecauſe 
theſe are eſtates ordained of 

” God 
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God, and eſtabliſhed in the 
commandements of the mo- 
rall law, ſpecially. in the firſt, 
fift, and [ixt commandements, 
Againe, faith is required,whers 
by eucry man mult beleeue 
that thecalling inwhich heeis, 
is the particular calling, in 
which God will bee ſerued of 
him. For vnletTe the conſcience 
beſetled in this, no good worke 
can be done in any.calling. And 
for the better eſtabliſhing of 
the conſcience, another rule 
muſtberemembred:T hat they 
which are furniſhed with gifts 
for their calling, namely, apt- 
nelle and willingnelle, and are 
thereuntocalled or ſet apartby 
men, whome it concernes to 
call,areindeede called of God. 
Thus the elders of Epheſus ha- 
ving gifts to feede, an1 beeing 
not called of God immediate- 
| | ly, 
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ly, but by men, are aide to bee 
made oner-ſeers by the holy Ghoſt, 
And Pasl{(aith, that God com. 


2,Cor.s.22 mitted not onely to himſelfe, 
1eJin.4 but alſo to Timothie the mi. | 
niſterie of reconciliation: and | 
yet was Timothie not called | 


immediately of God, but by 
men, And thus, in all cther 
ofhces and conditions of life, 
hee that hath gifts fit for his 
place, and is in good manner 
called thereto by them whole 
dutie is to call, may a\lure 
himſelfe, that hee is called of 
God. And from this double 
faith and perſwalion, that our 
calling is lawfull in it ſelfe, and 
Jawfull or plealing God in re- 
fpedt of vs,ariſcth an allurance 
of thepreſenceof God, and of 
his protection, when wee walke 
in the dutiesof our callings. 

In the labour and worke of 
our 
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our calling there is required a 
double action of faith, The firſt 
is to order our labours, that 
they be done in good manner, 
that is, in obedience, & to good 
ends, that is, to Gods olorie, 
and to the good of men with 
whomeweliue. Inchisreſpet 
is Noah ſaid to build an Arke by Heb.u.7, 

faith, and good princes to or- 

der their common-wealthes, & 
in way of protetion ro make 
warre with their cnemies : and 
thus muſt every man of every yer. 33. 34. 
ofhice, calling, trade, occupati- 
on,doe his dutieby faith. The 
ſecond action of faithis in cur 
daily labours to reſtraine and 
moderite our care, ,Men com- 
msly take vpon them a double 
care; oneisto doethe workes 
& labours of their callings ; the 

other is to procure a bleſſing 

and good ſuccelle to their fore- 
| C ſaid 
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faid labours, But faith in Gods

ting unto them that feare God. If 
men would by faith build on 
theſe promiſes, they ſhould not 
need like drudges of the world 
to foyleand ſpend them(elues , 
and the belt part of their daies 
in worldly cares, as they doe. 
For they fhould haue a greater 
bleſliing of God with lelle care, 
if they would truſt him: and 
they ſhould haue farre more 
timethen they haue to carefor 
heaven and heauenly things. - 
Thirdly and Jaſtly, euery 
calling lince the fall of Adam 
C2 hah 
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hath miſerie & afflition to bee 
his companion. And for the 
quiet bearing of the miſcries 
of every calling faith is of 
great moment. For it works pa- 
tiencc by perſwading, & fetling 
our mindes in two things : the 
firſt that God is well pleaſed 
withvs, and that weare recon- 
ciled to God in Chriſt: theſe 
cond, that all our miſcries ſhall 
inthe end turne to our good & 
everlaſting faluatio. And where 
theſe two perſwalions take 
Place, thereis contentationin 
any eſtate. 

T hus much for the meaning 
of the text : nowe followes the 
vſe. The firſt and principall vie 
concernes the information of 
our judgement, in the maine 
ow of our ſaluation. For 

ence Paxl hath taught vs to 
gather, that aſinner loduſites

The concluſion is propoun-

The maior is confirmed in the 
12, verſe by the diverſe maner 
of iultifying: The lawe (faith 
Paul) inſtifieth by doing, not by 
beleening : and faith inifieth not 
by doms, but by beleening, The 
minoris confirmed in the 11, 
verſe by the teſtimonie of the 
prophet Habacnck: The wſt ſhall 
lize by his faith, And whereas 
the Papilts of our time (ay,that 
Paxl in thisargument diſputes 
onely againſt ſuch workes of 
thelawas are doneby nature, 

C 1 but 
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but not by grace:they erre and 
are deceiued, For he oppoſeth 
not works of nature and works 
of grace,butworkes and faith, 
doing and belecuing: and the 
prophetfaith very plainely:and 
marke it;that the juſt man,who 
isa doer of the workes of grace 
is juſtified and liues not by his 
workes,but by his faith. Again, 
where they make a double iy- 
ſtification: onewherby a linner 
is made aiuſt man, the other 
whereby a iult man is made 
more juſt: and teach that the 
firſt is by faith without workes, 
and the ſecond by faith and 
workes, they errelikewiſe, For 
notonly a ſinner vnconuerted, 
but theiuſt man ſtandsiuſt,and 
is ſtil iuſtiGed by bis faith with- 
out his workes, Paxl when hee 
alleadged this text knew but of 


oneiuſtification, whether wee 
reſpect 
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reſpe& the. beginning -or the 
continuance and the accom- 

liſhment-thereof. | 

Szcondly, - hence . may be 
learned the right way of refor- 
mation of our hues, In this re- 
formation two things are-re- 
quired :an Examination, and a 
change. If we examine our liues 
by this text, we ſhall finde two 
maine faultes and aberrations 
in theliues of men. The firſt is 
that they reieAt and put away 
tacrule of direction that (erues 
for the ordering of their lines. 
And this doe they, when they 
doenot beleeue and truſt god 
in his word. And we may not 
thinke, that this our vnbeleefe 
is a (inall matter :becaufe it is 
a mother linne of all other lins: 
and it is the priacipall law of 
the kingdome of darkcnes, not 
to. belecue God, Hereypon our 
Gd enemie 
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enemic Satas endeauoured by 
all means toimprintithis lefſon 
of vnbelicfe inthemindes of 
our firſt parents: and hauing 
effeed his purpoſe, hee euex 
ſince indeauoured to make this 
' finneto raignein theliues of 
men. Itraignes commonly by 
ſcauen efpeciall fruits or ſinnes, 
T hefirſt is Athes/me,when men 
denie God and his word. Athe- 
iſme hath two parts: Epicuriſ- 
me and Temporiling.Epicuriſ- 
meis, when men contemning 
Godscommandements,threat- 
nings, - promiſes, care for no- 
thing but meate, drinke, and 
pleaſures. Temporiling is,when 
men imbracereligion ſo farre 
forth as they are forced by 
Jawes & times, & no otherwile. 
Theſeare the common linnes 
of our daies. The ſecond fruit 
is Hereſie, and that «is, when 

men 
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men diſtruſt God in ſome Ar- 
ticle of faith, This fruite a- 
bounds in this laſt ageof the 
worldz becauſe intheſe times 
the diuell hath reuiued the he- 
relies of the formerages. The 
third fruitis Apoſtafie, and that 

is, when men chaunge their 
faith and religion, And this 
change is made: when the evil 
heart of vnbeliefe cauſeth the 


to depart from the liuing God. yes. z.2, 


This bath beene the fault of 
thepeople of this land inthe 
daies of perſecutis.Thefourth 
fruitis Fypocrifie, -which is to 
makea ſhewe and pretenceof 
faith, and to want the power of 
it in honeſt and godly con- 
uerſation : or againe, hypocri- 
fie is nothing elſe, but the vn- 
belicfe of the heart, couerted 
ouer with the falſe appearance 
of faith. And it is thecom- 
mon 
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mon ſinne of theſe times, in 
which a formall or ceremoniall 
faith, and ceremoniall repen- 
tance bearea great ſway. For 
men make the higheſt degree 
of profeſſion that can be, when 
they come to the Lords table : 
& yet afterward'takero them- 
ſelueslibertieto live and doe as 
they liſt. The fifth fruite is,car- 
nall ſccuritie, when men vpon 
contemptof theiuJgements of 
God, and threatnings of his 
word,gocon (till m their (ins, 
flattering and ſoothing them- 
ſelues. Thus the ſonnes in law 


_ of Lot when they heard of 


the deſtry@ion of Sodome, e- 
ſteemedit but as a mockerie, 
Thus did the Tewes make a 
league with hell and death, 
and faide with themſelues, 
that ' the ſcourges of God 
ſhould not come -at them. 


And 
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And in this laſt age of the 
world, men ſhall wholly addi& 
them(ſelues to pleaſures and 
profits, thinking nothing of a- 
nyiudgement of God, till ven- 
geance befall chem, Thelixt 
is, wilfull ignorance of the will 
and word of God, For the di- 
uell blindes the mindes of vn- 
beleeuers, that thelight ofthe 
Goſpel ſhine not vnto them. 
This is tne faultof our com» 
mon people, who commonly 
hold an opinion,. that it be 
longs not to them to knowe 
theword of God: becauſe they 
arenot learned (as they ſay:) or 
becauſe they haue other buli- 
nelle to thinke on, The laſt 
fruit is wor/dlineſſe, and that is 
when mcn minde nothing but 
worldly matters. And this 
comes of the want of faith in 


the prouidence of God, Theſe 
are 
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arethe principall fruits of vn- 
beliefe, whereby it may cally 
be diſcerned & deſcried where 
itis. And if any man thinke 
himſelfe to hauea fulneſle and 
perfedtion of faith,as many doz 
euen this one thing is a ſufhci- 
entargementof his vnbeliefe, 
For it is the firſt ſteppe to 
faith, to ſee inourſelues the 
want of faith,

But they are far 
wide: for ina life acceptable to 
God,faithis required;the light Rom-8 5, 
of reaſon will not ſerue the 
turne.

Agane, if any 
wan that is our friend, make 
Promeor tip or UcuUcTaTice 
in any danger, weerelt content 
and hnd our ſelues much eaſed 
thereby : and yet the promiſes 
made by God in hisword of 
helpe and deliuerance, though 
they be often read vnto vs,and 
often vrged, breed not the like 
contentation, Hee thaton his 
death-bed hath commeded his 
children to ſome truſtic friend, 
departs more quited in minde 
then if he had commendedthE 

without 
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without helpe of friend toGod 
their belt farher. A man vpon 
good ſecurity lends to another, 
an 100.pounds hoping for the 
principall with the increaſe at 
theyeares end: yetdare he not 
skarce deliuer an 100,penceto 
the pooremembers of Chrilt, 
vpon the promiſeand bond of 
God himlclfe, who faith ? Hee 
that gines to the poore, lends to the 
Lord, and he wiil returne the 
Aid gifts with a bleſſing. Nowe 
all this comes topatle, becauſe 
men rather truſt them whome 
they ſee,then God whome they 
neuer ſaw. Moreouer, it is a 
propertie of them that doe in- 
deed beleeuc, to iudge their e- 
{tate by feeling:but herein they 
deceiuethEſelues. For we mult 
liveby faith & notby feeling :

manner, Inthevſeof the fore- 
ſaid ceremonies preſcribed and 
delivered by witches,they haue 
a blinde and erronious faith : 
ypon their faith followes a Sa- 
tanicall operation in effeing 
of the cure delired. For charms 
ot {pels beeing but words haue 
novertue in them to eaſe or 
helpeman or beaſt, either by 
creation or by any ordinance 
of Godin his word: and there- 
fore the effet they haue, is 
by the power of the diuell yp- 
on mans faith.

ciples ofreaſo,Thethird is,that 

the ſpeeches of Scripture aime 

notat by-refpeds, but frmplic 

and abſolutely giue and aſcribe 

allglorie to God alone. The 

fourth is, that the Scriptures 

cotaine full & percte&t doctrine 

for the pacifying,. ſerling, and 

directing 
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direAing of the conſcience in 
all things. The fift is the holj. 
neſle and puritie of the law of 
Aloſes, in that it accuſeth and 
condemneth all men of ſinne, 
and preſcribeth perfe righte. 
ouſnes, Herein it ſurpaſleth the 
lawes of all countries, com- 
mon-wealths,kingdomes what- 
ſoeuer. The lixt is thewiſg- 
dome that appeares inthe po- 
licie or gouernement ofthe c6- 
mon-wealth of the Tewes (et 
downe by Moſes. T he ſeauenth 
isareconciliation of iulticeand 
mercy propounded in the Gol- 
pel. Forin Chriſt iuſtice and 
tmercy meete, and iuſltice after 
a ſort ginesplace to mercie, 
The eight thing wherein this 
evidenceof* truth appeares, is 
the conſent of Scripture with it 
ſelfe: for doQrine agrees with 
hiſtorie, and cuery part with 
cuery 
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art. This manifold eui- 
"I truth, ſhewes that 
ſcripture is from the God of 
truth. Ifany ſay,;thatthey finde 
noluch euidence in Scripture, 
Janſwcrit is their owne fault: 
for if they would ſeriouſly read 
the Scriptures with prayer to - 
God, it would appeare, The 
third argumentis the efficacie 
of the word: which appeares 
on this manner. Gods word is 
flat contrary to thenatureand 
corrupt diſpolition of manzand 
yet for all this, when, beeing 
preached it conuinceth and 
condemneth men of ſinne ; it 
turneth and connerteth them 
to itſelte, andcauſeth them to 
live and dieinthe loue and o- 
bedience thereof.T hus could it 
neuer doe, vnleſle it were of 
diuine operation. Thefourth

Morecouer, . hence. we 'arc
